of the budget "(that is not raised) through taxes/ 7 he said. 
He added that the Finance Committee (FinCom) had 
determined this money would be used to offset the tax 
rate as opposed to being placed in the town's Stabilization 
Fund. 

"I think it's a shame that town employees only 
received a 1.5 percent increase when we certainly could 
have given them (more)/ 7 Selectman Parker said. "The 
(FinCom) did not share that with the Selectmen." 

"The main reason (for the excess levy limit) is the 
town's new growth, which came in much, much higher 
than expected," said Assessor Jana Cavanaugh. "Each 
year we can't believe that it's going to go any higher." 

Mr. Mello also noted the valuations of real estate 
property will include an examination of cranberry bogs in 
Rochester from April through August, which is "a pretty 
big project" that "hasn't been done in a long time." 

Based on current data collected to date, Mr. Mello 
said the town's total property valuation is estimated at 
$426.8 million — an increase of 4.9 percent over FY02. "If 
that valuation is certified by the (Department of Revenue), 
we're looking at a possible tax rate of $13.44 per $1,000 ... 
which is a decrease of 2.8 percent over last year," Mr. 
Mello said. 

The Board of Assessors said they plan to hear 
back from the state within a week and that tax bills 
should go out in mid-December. 

At 7:22 pm the board met with Richard Cutler 
and Jean Armstrong from the Rochester Housing Oppor- 
tunity Partnership (HOP).

key thing is we basically have four houses in town that 
qualify as affordable housing ... we're supposed to have 
200, approximately/ 7 Mr. Cutler said. "What we've 
decided to do is instead of sit back and wait, we're going 
to try and be more proactive. One really good reason is to 
allow the town to continue to solicit grants from the state. 
The funding for the (Senior Center) would likely be the 
last grant (award) we get unless we can demonstrate 
progress annually in meeting our affordable housing 
goals/ 7 

The first step in this process would be to charge 
the HOP group with a formal mission statement. As such, 
the board unanimously voted to endorse the mission 
statement for the Rochester Housing Opportunity Part- 
nership (HOP). 

To that end, Mr. Cutler added they need more 
representation on their group from citizens-at-large. Any 
residents interested in serving on the Housing Opportu- 
nity Partnership should submit a letter to the Board of 
Selectmen, c / o Rochester Town Hall, 1 Constitution Way, 
Rochester, MA 02770. 

"The bottom line is if we don't do something, 
someone's going to do it to us," Mr. Cutler said. "We're 
basically a small band of people who are still trying to get 
up to speed quickly." 

The board next agreed to hold payment of an 
invoice to Town Counsels Perry, Hicks, Crotty and 
Deshaies, LLP, for legal services rendered in the amount 
of $8,626.75 for one week, pending a review of charges 
incurred by all departments.

Letters to the Editor 

To the Editor: 

Let's get to the facts of the recent Mattapoisett Planning 
Board decision to allow thirty-six two bedroom townhouse 
condominium units on land previously proposed as the site of 
the one hundred unit "Regatta" 40B apartment complex. 

The developer initially filed his application as an over 
fifty-five age restricted development in order to qualify for a 
density bonus as allowed by zoning. The board discussed 
concerns that the age-restricted units would be less valuable 
than unrestricted units, and agreed that if it could be determined 
that the two bedroom limitation would in itself restrict occu- 
pancy by school age children, we could consider other options 
regarding the bonus units, and maximize the value of the 
project. This would benefit the town in the form of increased tax 
revenue, and help make sure we ended up with a viable, 
complete project. 

Our research through the Town Clerk's offices in 
Marion and Fairhaven was encouraging. Out of a total of one 
hundred similar units, some of which are three bedroom units, 
only one was occupied by a school age child. This confirmed our 
suspicions that the units as proposed would not attract families

with children, and we could expect less than one child in the 
development, with or without the over fifty-five restriction. 

The language in zoning which allows the board to 
grant a bonus in return for a significant public benefit is as 
follows. 'The development provides a significant public benefit 
in the form of public infrastructure or special facility provision 
including, but not limited to: improvements as may be identified 
in Mattapoisett's Master Plan and/ or Capital Improvement 
Plan, bikeways, walking trails, sidewalks, playgrounds, 
playfields, other active public recreation facilities, and sewer or 
water line extensions that service more than the proposed 
development." 

Town Counsel was clear in his advice to the Planning 
Board. It is illegal to require monetary compensation or public 
works construction for capital improvements unrelated to the 
development under review. He also advised against consider- 
ation of improvements which require agreements with private 
parties, or which had not obtained Town Meeting approval. The 
taxes to be generated from this development can be used to help 
make many needed projects more affordable for us all. There is 
only one town project that could be hurt by the development of 
housing on this particular piece of property, the Town Meeting- 
approved skateboard park. 

The responsibility of the Planning Board is to mitigate 
the potentially negative impacts of a development, not extort 
revenues for tax relief. The condition of the permit related to the 
construction of the skateboard park is as follows: 

"The applicant shall construct improvements on 
adjacent land owned by the Town in connection with its 
construction of the first phase of the development, for use of 
such property as a skateboard park. The applicant shall con- 
struct a pavement and chain link fence (or other approved fence)

be submitted to and approved by the Town Skateboard Park 
Committee, and subject to Site Plan Review by this board, and 
shall include all drainage improvements necessary to achieve no 
net increase in site runoff. The applicant shall not be required to 
expend more than $100,000 in connection with such improve- 
ments/ 7 

The zoning that applies to this development was 
written as part of the Planning Board's implementation of the 
Master Plan. Most people will agree that thirty-six units are 
preferable to one hundred, but I would like to take this opportu- 
nity to dispel the rumor that we created the zoning for this 
particular developer. It takes months to write new zoning, and 
we were simply lucky with the timing.

months and held three public hearings. A reasonable person can 
be assured that in this NIMBY, litigious society, our approval of 
any housing on this land would result in opposition to the 
skateboard park from the new abutters, particularly when eight 
of the units are within 50 to 100 feet of the park. We chose to 
prevent the delay or death of the park from the new develop- 
ment by making its construction a condition of approval. It also 
serves notice to all potential purchasers of the townhouses that 
there will be a skateboard park next to their homes, because of 
the creation of their homes. If you cannot tolerate the sounds of 
young people at play, a personal favorite of mine and a welcome 
change from the drone of Route 6, then buy elsewhere. 

A group of ill-advised citizens has placed an article on 
the November 12 Special Town Meeting warrant that proposes 
to rescind the previous approval of the skateboard park unless 
the Planning Board modifies the applicant's Special Permit to 
their liking. These citizens are asking us to violate state law in 
two ways. The Planning Board cannot arbitrarily amend the 
permit, which is the sole right of the applicant. As previously 
stated we also cannot require funds or construction for town 
projects unrelated to the developer's project, no matter how 
great the need. 

Since we cannot meet the demands of the petitioners, I 
urge their leaders to withdraw the article at Town Meeting. The 
Planning Board has mandated the construction of the skateboard 
park with the private funds of a private developer. The promise 
that no taxpayer funds would be used for the skateboard park is 
assured. If the article is not withdrawn and succeeds, the only 
winner will be the developer. The clear losers would be the 
young people of our town who have worked hard to make their 
dream a reality, only to see the support of the Planning Board 
twisted into a mini taxpayer revolt which threatens to destroy

town forest deed that references access by three town roads to 
the Tinkham Forest? 

Selectman Denham refers to an 1870 vote to "give up 
an old town road." Which old town road? Well folks, there are 
five old town roads in the woods. Look at the map on the wall in 
the Assessors 7 office to see them. Last I counted, five minus one 
equals four. That means even if there was a vote to abandon 
one of the roads, there are still four town roads out there. 

The plan by the Selectmen, (it's actually by The Bay 
Club, but the Selectmen have signed all the papers), to extend 
Industrial Park Drive will make it impossible to construct the 
bike path to Marion. This is a project that has been going 
forward since 1994 in three towns. (It's had opposition, but in 
every town, at every vote, this project has been approved by the 
voters.) Do the Selectmen care that the extension of the road will 
come at the expense of this public recreational facility? Obvi- 
ously not. 

Bob Rogers, Chairman of the Planning Board, might 
know that this project is obliterating town roads. He has had a 
lot of development experience in his job at Tibbetts Engineering, 
so he must know all about the laws on road abandonment. 
Trouble is, Bob's not working for us on this one. He's working 
for The Bay Club, submitting plans to his own board. 

At least we can rely on the Mattapoisett Lands Trust to 
stand up to protect open space in the town. After all, who would 
ever give a piece of land to the town in the future if this goes 
through? I expected any moment to read a letter speaking out 
against this shady dealing from the President of the Lands Trust, 
Randall Kunz. But wait: that would be a problem for Randall. 
His wife, Elizabeth Kunz, is the lawyer for The Bay Club. 
Elizabeth Kunz's first position was that the town had no access 
to the Tinkham Forest. When confronted with the Tinkham 
Forest deed she back-tracked to say the question was "unclear." 
Why should The Bay Club pay their lawyer to determine that the 
Tinkham Forest has legal access? That would be the job of Town 
Counsel, Dan Perry. Except no one from Mattapoisett govern- 
ment has asked him to do it. 

This proposed land deal is so sweet for The Bay Club. 
The Bay Club offered to give the town the money for an inde- 
pendent appraisal. However, the Selectmen said it was not

necessary and asked The Bay Club to hire its own appraiser. 
Should the Bay Club be doing the appraisal of the property they 
want to acquire from the town? The 100 acres the town is being 
offered in exchange is wetlands along the Mattapoisett River. 
The 21 acres the town is giving up will be next to an exclusive 
residential development with water, sewer, and road access. 
What developer wouldn't want that swap? 

The project will use all the excess sewer capacity of the 
town. The town of Mattapoisett is limited to 500,000 gallons per 
day discharge to the sewage treatment plant in Fairhaven. This 
project will put the town at 525,000 gallons per day. Oops! There 
goes the excess capacity. For you folks out in the hinterlands 
with failed septic systems — tough luck. The Sewer Commis- 
sioners have decided that it's more important to sewer new 
houses than to fix old problems. Why? Jim Huntoon, our Sewer 
Commissioner, says it's important to hook up The Bay Club 
because "we'll make money." Problem is, Jim's sewer account 
will have the money, and the public will be stuck with failed 
septic systems with no place to hook up a new sewer line. 

The Tinkham Forest was given to the town to be used 
as a wooded park to be enjoyed by Mattapoisett residents.

This letter expresses our frustration and disappoint- 
ment at the budget development process that lead to the failure 
of the June 18 Proposition 21/2 override vote on the school 
budget. We request that both the budget development process 
and the process of drafting Proposition 21/2 overrides (and 
other warrant articles) be changed to involve more opportunities 
for public involvement, review, and comment before they are 
placed on a warrant. We further request that future Proposition 
21/2 overrides needed to balance the town budget be targeted 
across all departments, rather than singling out any one depart- 
ment. 

We feel that placing a Proposition 21/2 override 
targeted solely on the schools places an unfair burden on both

the voters and the school system. This type of budget manage- 
ment appears to be especially unfair when other departmental 
budgets on the same warrant increase. Further, singling out the 
school budget (or any other single departmental budget) for an 
override vote seems to go against the very spirit of the Proposi- 
tion 2 1/2 law. 

The failure of the override vote was a request by the 
citizens of Mattapoisett to not increase the tax rate. If all of the 
departments had been kept to a maximum budget increase of 2 
1/2 percent, the override vote may not have been necessary. We 
ask that when you negotiate union contracts and non-union 
wages, the state of the entire town budget be used as a guide so 
that we do not automatically go to an override budget each year. 

Money alone does not guarantee quality schools, but 
more than a minimum level of funding is necessary for the

depth and breadth of programs which we feel are required for a 
good education. Adequate school funding, together with 
volunteerism and other community involvement, are important 
signs of our community's support for the schools. Without this 
support, the morale and effectiveness of students, school 
teachers and school staff will suffer. This could begin a cycle of 
decline — decline in school quality, decline in community 
involvement, and decline in the quality of our town. For these 
reasons, the costs and budgeting for town services should be 
determined in such a way that no one town service, e.g. elemen- 
tary schools, bears the brunt of possible cuts by being placed 
alone on an override ballot. 

We thank you for your work on behalf of the town and 
the school system. Evidence of your continued support for the 
schools would be the application of additional monies to the 
elementary schools. This will allow the reinstatement of lost 
services, staff, and programs. 

Finally, funding for the ORR schools (when Rochester 
and Marion have already approved the ORR budget), or any 
other monies that we are obligated to pay, should never be 
placed on an override. Prior obligations must be part of the base 
budget. Voters should not be fooled into thinking that they are 
able to approve or disapprove payment on an obligation when 
they vote at Town Meeting. 

We believe that the failure of the Proposition 21/2 vote 
on the school budget does not represent a lack of support for the 
schools, but rather is an indication that many people are 
concerned about increased town costs and tax rates. We under- 
stand, and share, the desire of town residents to manage costs 
and avoid increased taxes and know that you share that under- 
standing. We also know that town voters can make their best 
decisions when the town budget options are presented to them

SIGNS OF ILLNESS 

I just took over the care of my grandfather's dog. 
What are some of the signs of illness that I should 
look for?

Ghost Ship is another one of those Dark Castle horror movies, 
which are usually good for a crappy good time. Dark Castle is the 
production house set up by Joel Silver and Robert Zemeckis, who 
produced HBO's Tales from the Crypt and obviously enjoy doing 
their bit to perpetuate the time-honored tradition of the medium- 
to-low-budget horror film. The movie has few surprises for 
lifelong horror fans, but it'll keep them (or us — I count myself in 
their number) happily diverted^ for just under 90 minutes. 

Things start off promisingly: a mishap aboard the Italian 
cruise liner Antonia Graza, which went missing in 1962. Proving 
that Silver or, more likely, Zemeckis has a bit of clout with the 
MPAA, the opening scene gives us dozens of bloodily 
dismembered bodies without getting slapped with an NC-17 
rebuke. (I found the scene as wildly implausible — if you see it, 
ask yourself if all the bodies would remain standing — as it was 
fun to watch; horror fans are always on the lookout for new ways 
to affront the human body, and Ghost Ship introduces the dreaded 
Runaway Cable.) 

A weather spotter (Desmond Harrington) has caught sight 
of Antonia Graza apparently floating out in the nowhere of 
international waters; he brings this info to a salvage crew, headed 
by Gabriel Byrne as a tough Irish captain named Murphy. This is 
excellent news for Byrne, who gets to retain his accent while 
downing hard liquor and tersely issuing unquestionable 
commands. Murphy decides to take his crew — including the 
fearless welder Epps (JuliannaMargulies), first mate Greer (Isaiah 
Washington), engineer Santos (Alex Dimitriades), and scruffy 
crewmen Dodge (Ron Eldard) and Munder (Karl Urban) — to see 
if the ship contains anything worth salvaging. 

It contains, of course, much more than the crew bargained 
for, including a newly minted cliche in recent horror: a ghostly 
little girl (Emily Browning) who turns up now and men to 
distribute mystifying warnings. (Someday soon, I expect to see a 
ghost-movie parody in which the herald of supernatural doom is 
a portly guy with a bad combover.) For fans of The Shining, there's 
an enticing chanteuse (Francesca Rettondini) who sings 



passionately and strips merrily to lead gobsmacked men to their 
doom — perhaps she thinks she's in a David Lynch movie. Horror 
fans will also note with bitter amusement that, obeying the rules 
of the game, the first two victims among the crew are the non- 
Caucasian ones. My hopes that Ghost Ship would circumvent this 
rule were dashed when each of the above victims was shown to 
have a photo of his beloved — one has a wallet photo of his 
girlfriend, the other a framed picture of his car. 

The movie doesn't know how to use Gabriel Byrne (hint: just 
point a camera at him and let him be cool), and the big revelation 
about the bad guy would come as more of a shock if we didn't see 
it coming about ten minutes into the movie. But the scares arrive 
on schedule and are crisply mounted, care of director Steve Beck, 
who manages the unenviable task of making a one-location 
movie visually interesting without resorting to fancy tactics 
(having Gale Tattersall as his cinematographer probably helped). 
And any movie that eventually awards f ront-and-center status to 
Julianna Margulies is inherently worthwhile; reading Laurell K. 
Hamilton's "Anita Blake, Vampire Hunter" books, I always 
picture Margulies as Anita, but if we don't get an Anita movie 
series starring Margulies, Ghost Ship is an agreeable alternative. 

Indeed, the movie is generally agreeable; the Dark Castle 
films come with no pretense, no huge stars to throw off the 
balance of the script (which means any character can die at any 
time), and no flab. They're certainly not fit to stand alongside the 
true classics of the genre — they're somewhere between Roger 
Corman's run of horror in the '60s and direct- to-video horror of 
the '90s — but they're fun, handled with a modicum of craft and 
respect for the horror audience. Until the next horror master with 
the prerequisite combo of vision and madness comes along, the 
Dark Castle movies will have to do.

At the risk of beating a dead zombie, I love Hallow- 
een. It remains my single favorite holiday and it closes out 
my favorite month of the year — both in terms of brisk, 
cool weather and the eye-catching fall foliage which natu- 
rally decorates our New England terrain. 

I guess my fondest and most vivid childhood memo- 
ries are those annual excursions to neighbors 7 houses, 
dressed in whatever trendy costume I could manage (it 
was usually movie-oriented and quite often one of the clas- 
sic Universal Monsters which I adored) to beg for treats. 
There was that exciting sense of anticipation throughout 
the school day — Halloween, sadly, always seemed to fall 
on a weekday — as I planned and plotted the day's (du- 
tine in my head and then, as soon as I got home, the cos- 
tume and make-up would be out and Fd be dressed and 
ready for action by 4:00. On that one day each year it just 
couldn't get dark fast enough for me. 

Fd typically roam the neighborhood with a group of 
faithful friends and hit as many houses as possible within 
the given curfew range. If memory serves, we'd usually 
start by 6:00 and spend a good two hours knocking on 
doors, stabbing at doorbells, and periodically comparing 
the type and number of goodies stuffed into our respec- 
tive grab bags. (A large pillowcase was always a popular 
choice.) 

We'd balk at parent's requests to wear jackets ... Dracula 
wouldn't wear a jacket over his cape! ... and moan over hav- 
ing to take a flashlight along with us ... after all, everyone 
knows vampires can see in the dark! 

Then, after hitting all the usual haunts within walk- 
ing distance, we'd file back into our homes as the once- 
bustling streets transformed into a veritable ghost town, 
sprawled our creepy catch on the living room floor and 
proceeded to watch whatever horror movies were being 
offered to commemorate the occasion. Again, the Univer- 
sal Monsters were often forced from their coffins and 
castles for an annual appearance. 

I was just perusing the program listings for some of 
the Halloween night offerings this year and felt like I was 
reading through a list of old, familiar friends. Titles like 
Halloween, Young Frankenstein and Psycho are comple- 
mented with classics like Nosferatu, The Mummy and The 
Wolf Man. Unlike nightly TV programming throughout the 
year, Halloween becomes a matter of sensory overload for 
a die-hard horror fan like me, and I often find myself chan- 




nel-surfing in between 
those few trips to dis- 
pense candy at the door. 

Some people tradi- 
tionally open gifts, 
drink egg nog and lis- 
ten to Handel's Messiah 
on Christmas Eve. I 
spook the occasional 
trick-or-treater, watch Halloween, and eat leftover candy 
on All Hallow's Eve. 

Part of it, I'm sure, is the nostalgic comfort level of 
being that seven- or eight-year-old kid again with the plas- 
tic vampire fangs sorting through the Kit Kat and Snick- 
ers bars on the living room floor while the black-and-white 
Bela Lugosi on TV told the cowering D wight Frye: "I do 
not drink ... vine!" 

Ironically, the scary masks and costumes of that by- 
gone era seem quaint and almost-cute when compared to 
the real horrors of poisoned candy, apples with hidden 
razor blades, and child abductions. Society has created 
monsters far more terrifying than anything Dr. Franken- 
stein could have assembled. 

I sometimes think it's sad that the whole adventurous 
trick-or-treating tradition has fallen by the wayside, thanks 
in no small part to those devious and twisted enough to 
ruin the fun by offering tainted treats to children. Yes, some 
brave souls still venture out to stranger's homes on Hal- 
loween (I think we had a mere half-dozen knocks on our 
door last year), but I know such visits are generally lim- 
ited to family members and friends these days — and with 
good reason. I know the experience was always a thrill for 
me and I'm sure kids would still enjoy it today if we didn't 
have to take so many precautions against those few-and- 
far-between lone nuts out there. Look no further than the 
recent sniper shootings in the Washington, DC area for a 
prime example. 

Thankfully, many area towns have replaced trick-or- 
treating door-to-door with newer traditions like Hallow- 
een Parades and Parties so that kids can still enjoy the holi- 
day safely. I'm glad the innocence and fun of the holiday 
hasn't been forgotten and that most deem it worthy of car- 
rying on the tradition.
